Complainant 
picked them. up, and pitting them 
back’ on the plate, told the waiter 
ito bring clean ones,” The defen- 
dant then dashed the knives down 
on the table again, and’ “shouted 
something in Chinese which ‘he 
(complainant) did not understand. 
Complainant ordered him out of the 
room, saying he would report him 
to the manager. The’ defendant 
then turned round, and picking up 
a knife, stabbed at him. Ha 
stepped back ‘to avoid the blow, 
and struck out in self-defence. 
The. defendant staggered and 
went into the next:room. . Saying 
“You take up a knife to me, do 
you? Come along to the Police, a 
complainant. followed, and, seizing 
the defendant, tried to get him 
to the-door.
